The two hundred and sixty-third successor of St. Peter, was born at Carpineto, in the Diocese 
of Anagni, March 2, 1810; consecrated Archbishop of Damietta Feb, 19, 1843; transferred to 
the See of Perugia Jan. 19, 1846; proclaimed Cardinal Dec. 19, 1853; elected Pope Feb. 20,

His Holiness retains the Prefectship of the following Sacred Congregations: The Holy 
Roman and Universal Inquisition, or Holy Office; the Apostolic Visitation; the Consistorial 
Congregation. 


The Supreme Pontiff is assisted in the government of the Church by the Sacred College of 
Cardinals, and by several sacred congregations of which the Cardinals are the chief members; 
by the Patriarchs, Archbishops and Bischops; by the Apostolic Delegates, Vicars and Pre- 
fects, and by certain Abbots and Prelates. 


THE SACRED COLLEGE OF CARDINALS 


_ There are three orders of Cardinals, Cardinal-Bishops, Cardinal-Priests, and Cardinal- 
Deacons; but these orders are distinct from those of the hierarchy; it often happens that 
many of the Cardinal Priests are archbishops or bishops, and the Cardinal Deacons are 
poate priests. The Sacred College of Cardinals when complete, consists of 70 members—6 
ardinal Bishops, 50 Cardinal Priests and 14 Cardinal Deacons. (This number, however, is 
seldom complete). 

The Cardinals, when duly constituted and proclaimed, form the Supreme Council or Senate 
of the Church. They are advisers of the Sovereign Pontiff, and at the death ofa Pope they elect 
his successor. The Cardinal Bishops oceupy the Suburban Sees of Rome, which are Ostia and 
Velletri, Porto and Santa Rufina, Albano, Frascati, Palestrina, Sabina. The Cardinals ofthe 

Second and third order take their titles from some of the oldest Churches in the City-of Rome. 
The first Cardinal Bischop is Dean; the first Cardinal Priest is First Priest; and the first Car- 
dinal Deacon is First Deacon of the Sacred College. The Dean has the right of consecrating, 
and the First Deacon the right of proclaiming and crowning a new Pope. On the death of the 
Pontiff, the Cardinal Camerlengo has the Administration of the affairs of the Holy See. gp vw

APOLLINI, Cardinal Deacon Achilles, died April 3. He was born on May 13, 1823, of a noble 
family of Agnani. He was educated at the College of Noble Ecclesiastics, and left it ‘to 
assume the office of domestic prelate to the Pope. He was Apostolic Delegate to Mancerata 
at the time of the invasion of the Piedmontais troops in 1860. Upon his return to Rome 
he was appointed Canon of St.°Peter’s. In 1868 Mgr. Apolloni was named auditor of the 
rota and in 1884 elevated to the post of Vice-Camerlengo of the Church. He was created 
Cardinal May 24, 1889. 

Fouton, Cardinal Joseph Alfred, Archbishop of -Lyons, died January 24,. He was born in 
Paris, April 29, 1823, became a priest, was for some time superintendent of a seminary 
in Paris and was appointed Bishop of Nancy and Toul in January 1867 and afterwards pro- 

; moted to the archiepiscopal see of Lyons. He was created Cardinal May 24, 1889. 

GIORDANI, Cardinal Luigi, Archbishop of Ferrara, who died April 22, was one of the pre- 
lates whom the present Pope created members of the Sacred College in the secret con- 
sistory that was held March 14, 1887. The late Cardinal held the Archbishopric of Fer- 
rara, the ancient capital of Italy, and formerly a possession of the Holy See. Mer. Gior- 
dani was born at Codifiume, Oct. 13, 1822, and he was senior in age of all the prelates who 
were created with him, 

LAURENZI, Cardinal Carlo, died November 2, at Rome. He was born January 12, 1821, at 
Perugia. He was created Cardinal ‘in petto’ December 13, 1880, and proclaimed Novem- 
ber 10, 1884. He was an intimate friend of the Holy Father, having been his private 
secretary, his vicar-general for many years, his coadjutor Bishop and auditor santissimo. 

PhAcr, Cardinal Charles Phillip, Archbishop of Rennes, France, died March 5, 1893. He 
was born in Paris, February 14, 1814. He studied law and after taking his degree in 1841 
he entered the diplomatic service, but shortly afterward left it in order to enter the priest- 

hood. He was made Archbishop of Rennes in 1878 and created Cardinal in 1886. 

Srpraccr, Cardinal Luigi, died A pril 26. He was born at Castiglione, archdiocese of Perugist, 
September 12, 1835 and early evinced a disposition to enter the monastery. His ecclesias- 
tical studies were principally made at Rome, at the Seminary of Noble Ecclesiastics, of 
which he afterwards became the rector. The Sovereign Pontiff made hima bishop in 1883; 
and in 1885 he became the secretary of the Sacred Congregation of Bishops and Regulars. 
He was created Cardinal in the consistory of Dec. 14, 1891. The deceased prelate was an 
admitted authority on ecclesiastical and canon law. 

ZIGLIARA, Cardinal Thomas, O. P., Prefect of the Congregatio Studiorum, died May 10, at 
Rome. He was born Oct. 29, 1833, at Boniface, diocese of Ajaccio, created Cardinal May 
12, 1879. 
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Rr. REY. JOSEPH DWENGER, D.D., 


Late-Bishop of Fort Wayne, Ind. 


Rt. Rey. Jos, Dwenger, D.D., late Bishop of Fort Wayne, Ind., who died January 
29, was born in Anglaize county, Ohio, in 1837 and received his early education in the 
schools of Holy Trinity. He completed his collegiate course with the Fathers of the 
Precious Blood, but in theology and the accompanying studies, he graduated at Mount 
St. Mary’s, Cincinnati, and was ordained to the priesthood by Most. Rev, Archbishop 
Purcell on September 4, 1859. The young priest was immediately appointed professor 
and director in the seminary of his order, a position which he held for three years, 
Next he was engaged in parochial work, from which after five years, he was called to 
a more difficult duty. From 1867 to 1872 Father Dwenger was exclusively occupied in 
preaching missions throughout Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky and also held the offiice 
of secretary and consultor in the community of the Precious Blood. Upon the death 
of Bishop Luers, Rev. Joseph Dwenger at the age of thirty-four and one-half years, 
was appointed second bishop of Fort Wayne. He was consecrated for the exalted 
position in the cathedral of Cincinnati by Archbishop Purcell, April 14, 1872, and with- 
out any delay took charge of the diocese entrusted to him, 
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Rr. REV. LAWRENCE 8S, MCMAHON, D.Ds 


Late Bishop of Hartford, Conn. 


Rt. Rev. Lawrence 8. McMahon, D.D., late Bishop of Hartford, Conn., was born 
in New Brunswick in 1835, and came to the United States with his parents. when 
he was four months old. His early education was obtained in Boston, after which he 
entered the Holy Cross College at Worcester and continued his ¢ ourse in Montreal, 
and at St. Mary’s Seminary, Baltimore. He began his-theological course at the 
College of Aix, but completed it at Rome. He was ordained in the Basilica of 
St. John Lateran. Returning to the United States, he was first stationed in the 
Cathedral at Boston, but in 1863 accompanied the Twenty eight Massachusetts 
Regiment to the field as chaplain. After the war he was ap pointed first pastor at 
sridgewater, from which parish he was on the first day of Tari 1865, transferred to 


New Bedford. In 1870 Bishop Hendricken BR Lge a Father’ \feMahon his Vicar- 
General. He remained fourteen years at New Bedford, until he was chosen for 
the See of Hartford August 10, 1879. He died Monday, August 26, at the parsonage 
in Lakeville, after an illnes of only four days. 


Rr. REY. ANTOINE RACINE, D.D., 


Late-Bishop of Sherbrooke, P.Q. 


Rt. Rev, Antoine Racine, D.D., late Bishop of Sherbrooke, P. Q., Can., was born 
at St. Ambrose, P. Q., January 26, 1822. At the age of ten years he began his studies 
and in 1834 entered the Seminary of Quebec. During his stay at the Seminary he was 
esteemed by his fellow-students as well as by his superiors, and all were filled with 
joy when Mgr. Racine decided to enter the holy priesthood’ He was ordained priest 
at Quebec, September 12, 1844, and sent to Malbaie. Here his talents as an orator 
and his qualities as a good priest began to show themselves. In 1848 he was appointed 
first rector of Stanfold, where he remained until 1851, when to the great regret of his 
flock he went to St. Joseph de Beauce. In 1853 his Bishop sent him to St. Michel, a 
mission of St. John’s Church, Quebec, where he worked faithfully for 21 years. In 
1874, at the erection of the diocese of Sherbrooke, Pope Pius IX. of sacred memory, 
chose him first Bishop of Sherbrooke, and he was consecrated October 18, of the same 
year. He died July 17, aged over 71 years. 


VERY REY. EDWARD SORIN, C.S.C. 
’ 


Very Rev. Edward Sorin, C.S.C., Superior General of the Order of the Holy Gross 
and founder of the magnificent and justly famous University of Notre Dame, died Oc- 
tober 31, 1893. He was born February 6, 1814, in Ahuille, near Laval, France. When 26 
years of age Father Sorin attached himself to the Congregation of the Holy Cross, 
and in May 27, 1838, was elevated to the cig as 4 oy August 5, 1841, Father Sorin ae- 


companied by seven other members of the society, left France, first setting foot on 
the ground of the present Notre Dame November 27, 1842. With the assistance of the 
Catholic inhabitants he soon cleared some ground and erected a church of hewn timber, 
40x24 feet. Notwithstanding limited means Father Sorin determined to fulfill the terms 
of the contract entered into with the bishop of Vincennes and established a college, 
After months and months of hard labor the corner stone of the first college edifice at 
Notre Dame was laid August 28, 1843 and in August 1844, the first commencement 
exercises took place, Father Sorin became the first president of the University of Notre 
Daine in this year continuing until 1865. Although the original edifice was 80x36 feet 
and four stories high it soon became too small. In 1853 two wings 40x60 were added. 
Father Sorin thought the building now large enough for many years, but in 1865 the 
structure was again enlarged into an imposing structure 160 feet long by 80 wide and 
six stories high. On April.23, 1879, Father Sorin saw this handsome edifice destroyed 
by fire together with nearly all the other small buildings that had been erected from 
time to time. Not discouraged, Father Sorin and his many able assistants at once 
prepared to rebuild Notre Dame. With what a grand result need not be told for the 
great university is known wherever civilization exists and is the greatest earthly mo- 
nument to the life just passed away. Father Sorin was a good man and he had thou- 
sands of warm admirers in all parts of the civilized globe. He was a man of deep lear- 
ning, a great thinker, an energetic worker, a man who transformed thoughts into deeds. 
In the death of this grand man the world loses a character that has done much to make 
it better. He was the fountain head from whence flows the splendid results daily 
achieved at the University of Notre Dame. His hand made the initial stroke and to-day 
its magnificence, its grandness, its maryellousness echo and reecho far and near, 
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1892.

The first colonists came from Spain in 1565, more than half acentury before the 
Pilgrims landed at Plymouth. The Church of St. Augustine was fully organized 
t that early period, and it is its wnique privilege to have a full set of records of baptisms, 
mnarriages, etc., from the year 1594, in a perfect state of preservation, These records are 
now in the city of Havana, where they were carried in 1763, at the first change of flag 
Which made Florida pass under English rule. The population! was originally altogether 
C Catholic, and continued to have a large preponderance of Catholics until quite recently. 
hapel of Our Lady of Milk, formerly Nuestra Sra, dela Leche, half a mile north of St. Au us- 
tine. ‘The site of this chapel was discovered about 1870 and a new building erected on 
the old foundations. The spot is hallowed from the fact that a missionary priest, the 
Franciscan Friar Father Blas Rodriguez de Montes, was put to death there in 1597 by 
the Indians, from whom he asked and obtained permission to say Mass, which they 
attended in silence, and at the end of which they massacred him. “An oratory erected 
on that spot, in the time of the old Spaniards, and dedicated to Our Blessed Lady, 
fe vshed omg the political struggles of Florida; it was restored by Bishop Verot, 
ut was since blown down in a gale of wind.
